The Better Way. 


The Twelfth of July was celebrated in 
customary fashion throughout the six 
counties of Northern Ireland. Most of the 
speeches dealt with the boundary ques- 
tion—a matter on which, honouring Mr. 
Justice Feetham's request, we shall keep 
silence, even from good words. No such 
restraint forbids comment on the meeting 
in Monaghan of the Brethren from the 
Counties of Monaghan and Cavan. This 
was a remarkable meeting in several ways. 
It was held in Free State territory; a 
general spirit of good-will was shared by 
the Orangemen and by the Nationalist 
spectators of the gathering, and the 
boundary question does not seem to have 
been mentioned at all. The Orangemen of 
the two counties are not less faithful 
members of the Order than their friends 
across the frontier; but they have accepted 
their new citizenship with unreserved 
loyalty. The speakers expressed their 
appreciation of much of the Free 
State Government's work, and special 
reference was made to its efforts for 
temperance reform. We are heartily 
grateful for these speeches. The national 
outlook is not wholly encouraging. 
The path continues to be beset by dangers 
and difficulties; but this meeting at 
Monaghan furnishes welcome proof that 
out of the agonies of civil strife a true 


State—a State of many component 
elements, varying ideals and different 


so much capital to the Free State's 
enemies that it will be abandoned of 
sheer necessity. We agree that these things 
almost certainly would defeat the policy of 


j compulsion; but we do not wish them to 


happen, and, therefore, we give frank ex- 
pression to our views. We ask the Govern- 
ment now to reconsider its policy for two 
reasons, In the first place, compulsion in 
the matter of the Irish language is wrong 
morally, educationally and economically, 
and is a political mistake of the first 
magnitude. In the next place, it is 
directly hostile to the true interests of 
the language. The Government will show 
patriotism and wisdom by withdrawing its 
programme of compulsion and by inviting 
all the schools to give every encourage 
ment to the study of Irish as a voluntary 
subject. We believe that the response to 
such an appeal would be far-reaching and 
permanent. 


Advertisers in Council. 


A story is told of three tailors who lived 
in adjacent houses. The first wrote on 
his signboard beneath his name the words, 
“The best tailor in the world.” The 
second wrote under his name, “The best 
tailor im this city’’; and the third, 
resolved to make the most effective appeal 
of all, wrote under his name, “ The best 
tailor in this street.” This may be taken 
as a parable of the art of advertising. 
The first claim was so-extravagant as to 
put its maker out of court; but the last 
was possible, and its more modest form 
made it almost convincing. The advertis- 
ing experts who are in council at Wembley 
would tell us, however, that none of the 
three assertions was a really good adver- 
tisement, since every one of them rested 
on the ipse dirit of the advertiser. The 
day is long past when the public could be 
persuaded that such-and-such an article 
was the best procurable merely by its pro- 
prietor’s unsupported declaration to that 
effect; but never was the public more 
ready to be persuaded by concise and 
convineing argument. To consult adver- 
tisements is now a usual preliminary to 
the making of purchases. To-day, there- 
fore, advertising is almost as essential an 
element of trade and commerce as book- 


keeping, and calls for equally expert 
attention. Almost every commodity that 
we buy is machine-made and comes from 
factories that may be situated in Canada 
or Japan. Only by reading advertise- 
ments can we acquaint ourselves with the 
origin, quality and suitability of goods. 
Wise advertising is not that which exag- 
gerates, but that which tells the truth 
persuasively. Clumsy advertising, taking 
no account of the modern public’s taste, 
vields but an indifferent return ; but care- 
ful, lucid and persistent advertising gives 
to businesses personality and wide appeal. 
The last ten years have seen a remarkable 
advance in the standard of living in Ire- 
land, and a generation has risen which will 
not be content to return to the rough and 
frugal life of former years. A taste for 
modern comforts has put an end to the 
huckstering methods by which business in 
this country was too long transacted ; and 
Ireland, as the Irish delegates at Wembley 
will tell, is now a land which will respond 
to the methods of modern enterprise. Over 
a hundred million pounds are spent every 
year in advertising in Great Britain, and 
about three times this amount is spent 
annually in the United States. Great 
Britain led the world in Government 
advertising. Lord Kitchener's spirited and 
effective appeals for recruits were disliked 
by some critics; but they were effective, 
not merely in their primary object, but in 
laying before the public the issues at 
stake: They marked a realisation of the 
fact that modern Governments must use 
tne machinery of advertising if they are 
to reach the enormous populations of 
modern States with their appeals. In 
1915 the British Government adopted a 
“ publicity campaign” in support of the 
War Loan of that year, with a remarkable 
measure of success; and from that date 
the sweet. uses of advertisement were em- 
ployed by every Government that issued a 
loan. The Press has now become, for 


Governments as well as for commercial 
concerns, a voice and a means of approach 
to the multitude; and in curious wise the 
mighty States of to-day are realising the 
ideal of the little Greek city-States—that 
the community should be such as might 


like a gome of chess, but with the interest | 


heightened by the imaginary stake of life 
or liberty. It depends, not on extrava- 
gance of incident, but on subtlety of con- 
struction, and it imparts a final satisfac- 
tion only when the solution proves to te 
the right one for the circumstances of the 
problem. That such a class of writing 
may be handled by a master and exalted 
into lasting literature may be seen by 
“Edwin Drood.” The best brains have 
been exercised in the search for the solu- 
tion ; yet this one masterpiece of plot from 
Dickens's pen is in his best style, and 
gives us, in Mr. Grewgious, one of his 
most lovable characters. Very different 
from this type is the mere crime story, 
which appeals, not to the ingenious, but to 
the debased, mind. The mere piling of 
sensation on sensation defeats itself; as 
with drugs and stimulants, the dose must 
be increased unti] sensation is completely 
numbed. Good classes of writing refine 
and intensify the appreciation; and a 
writer like Mr. John Buchan can give us 
tales of pure incident which excite by 
the appeal that their manner makes to 
the finer sensibilities.

The Railways Bill will not take long on 
report of the amendments from the Senate. 
On the Finance Bill the Senate has made a 
unanimous recommendation to delete Section 
2, dealing with the allowance for repairs; but 
otherwise, if members avoid the protection 
issue, the measure need take little further 
time in the Dail. 

The Dairy Produce Bill, which was con- 
sidered by a Special Committee, has to be 
reported to the Dail, and may take a little 
time. A number of other measures have to be 
dealt with in various stages. 

An important bill not yet introduced, but 
necessary before the recess, is the Appropria- 
tion Bill.

Apart from legislation, there are the 
Estimates.

LAST WEEK IN PARLIAMENT

From A POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 
LON DON, Sunday. 

The week in Parliament started with quite 
a bombshell, when the Prime Minister sprung 
upon a startled House of Commons his sudden 
intention of proceeding to Paris. This was 
on Monday afternoon during a discussion of 
the Foreign Office vote. Mr. Macdonald 
made a speech lasting for fifty minutes, but 
left everybody in the dark as to what he 
really meant. Soon, however, it became 
clear that the situation of M. Herriot was 
anything but pleasant, and that the Prime 
Minister thought it desirable that he snonid 
hasten to France. Earlier in the a‘ternoon 
Mr. Macdonald had informed the ‘‘ouse that 
the Committee of Imperial Defence rejected 
the Channel tunnel project. 

Tuesday's event was the rejection by the 
House of Lords of the Bishop of Oxford's 
Liquor (Popular Control) Bill. The House 
of Commons devoted its attention to the 
Finance Bill, and considerable progress was 
made. The sitting, however, lasted until 
long after daybreak, and the closing stages 
were marked by an incident which makes 
clear the harm done by all night sittings. 
Mr. Tom Kennedy, one of the Labour Whips, 
after telling in a number of discussions, co: 
lapsed in the Lobby and fell, striking his 
head against a pillar. He remained in a 
faint for some time, and was removed to « 
quiet foom until he was able to go liome, It 
transpired that his heart had been strained 
by the constant attendance at the House and 
late hours, and that a long period of rest 
will be necessary to restore him to health. 

On Wednesday the Unemployment Insur- 
ance Bill was discussed in the Commons, 
and further progress was made with tne 
measure after several hours’ discussion. The 
proceedings, however, were very quiet. 
Thursday was to have marked the day of a 
great debate on the report of the Dawes 


Commission, when Mr. Lioyd George was to 


have spoken in strong terms concerning the 
Chequers conversations and the Socialism 
secret diplomacy. The Prime Minister, 
however, had returned from his visit to M. 
Herriot, and circumstances made it necessary

they hold that the language has a 
special claim on our people; but we and 
they deny any man’s right or any 
Government's right to make it a 
stumbling-block to the careers of indivi- 
dual citizens or to the progress of the 
nation. The Free State is an exceedingly 
small part of the English-speaking world, 
Henceforweard, as hitherto, many of the 
best Irishmen must seek their fortunes in 
that larger world, and a certain type of 
education is necessary to their success. 
If the Free State Government's programme 
is enforced, our schools will cease to pro- 
vide that type of education, and Irish boys 
will be compelled either to sacrifice their 
careers or to get the essential education 
in other lands. The majority may desire 
compulsory Irish—though we happen to be 
completely sceptical on the point. It is 
not merely unjust, however—it is astonish- 
ingly bad policy—to inflict such compul- 
sion on a minority whose good-will and 
financial support are vital to the well- 
being of the State. 

Some people—including members of 
Dail Hireann—have suggested to us that 
the minority’s interests will be served 
better by a policy of delay. They point 
out that, under the Ministry of Educa- 
tion’s programme, Irish will not become 
compulsory in all the secondary schools 
for another three or four years; and they 


argue that, in the meanwhile, the cam-| 


paign of compulsion will fall through its 
own weight. It will cause so much loss 
and inconvenience to the schools, will 
arouse so much resentment among parents, 
will close so many doors of advancement 


in other lands, will alienate so much sup- 
port from the Government, will furnish 


the rebel leader, ascribes to it a political 
significance. It seems to be clear that the 
position is serious, although the report 
from Montevideo that the rebels are 
masters of Sao Paulo and are marching 
on Santos may be exaggerated. All the 
official reports speak of the good moral 
of the Federal troops and of the efficiency 
of their equipment, and up to the present 
the fidelity of the State Governors has 
stood the test well. If the Government 
can continue to count on their unreserved 
support, the trouble ought not to be of 
long duration. The rank and file of the 
army are unlikely to give effective support 
to the rebels unless they have infivential 
leaders. Owing to the enormous distances 
that must be covered the problem is com- 
plicated for the Central Government. The 
revolt comes at an unfavourable moment 
for Brazil, since determined efforts have 
been made recently to attract more foreign 
trade, particularly from Great Britain. 
Internal disorder, with its inevitable 
losses to property, is certain to frighten 
away external traders, and foreign capital 
will be endangered. Brazil possesses not 
only the greatest area, but also the 
greatest potential wealth, of all the South 
American republics. It is impossible, how- 
ever, to realise this wealth or to develop 
the country without internal peace and 
without security for capital.

A determined attempt to murder Zaghlul 
Pasha, the Egyptian Premier, was made at 
the railway station at Cairo early yesterday 
morning by a young ia medical 
student, who returned from his studies from 
Germany last month. 

The bullet, which was fired from close 
quarters, passed through Zaghlul’s forearm 
and entered the side of the left breast, but 
the lung was untouched. 

It is stated to-day that the Premier passed 
a comfortable night and is out of danger. 

The outrage occurred while the station was 

crowded with passengers leaving for Bairam 
holidays. 
Zaghiul was just entering a carriage when 
he was seen by those surrounding him to 
stagger and hold his hand to his heart. He 
was given first aid in the station and was 
afterwards removed in his car to the hospital, 
smiling to the crowds as he drove away. 

In the meantime the would-be assassin was 
almost lynched on the platform by the in- 
furiated eye-witnesses of the outrage. He 
was rescued only after receiving serious in- 
juries to his face, and then hustled by the 
police into a railway carriage.

TRADING KETCH ASHORE 


ANXIOUS MOMENTS AT 
KINGSTOWN PIER. 

A mild sensation was caused at Kingstown 
on Saturday afternoon by a most picturesqu 
and deeply laden trading ketch, the ‘* K. T.,”" 
of Dublin, taking a sunken rock off the end 
of the East Pier when entering the harbour, 
and being held there in momentary peril for 
about ten minutes before being helped off 
through the rising tide and the assistance of 
a couple of motor boats. 

Seafarers generally were anxious over the 
weather on Saturday, despite the apparently 
fine conditions that prevailed. The sky was 
what is known as a ‘windy one.” The 
breeze was fresh from the South-South-East, 
but with a tendency to veer, and there was a 
big sea running outside the bay. But the 
threat was not in these signs, but in the 
sudden manner in which the barometer began 
to drop in the forenoon, and, not knowing 
what this might not mean, trading craft 
without power began to look for the nearest 
shelter. 

The “‘K. T." was one of these craft, and, 
like most of the others, she came up from the 
southward. She had all sail set, and the con- 
trast her appearance made with the natty 
yachts about her drew attention to her from 
the crowd of onlookers at the end of the 
East Pier. 

The flood tide was running strongly as she 
neared harbour, and her course was laid to 
allow for this and fetch in fairly close under 
the wall of the East Pier Battery. When 
twenty feet out a tidal eddy, or, perhaps, 
a back draft from the harbour mouth, caught 
her; apparently she would not answer her 
helm, and the next moment a sunken rock 
held her up, slowly but surely, and the 
picturesque ketch became for a time a picture 
of woe. 

There was only a little motion in the water, 
and she was gripped forward, and sail being 
taken off her at once, and the rising tide 
helping, addéd to the efforts of a couple of 
motor launches in the vicinity at the time, 
she was got off again in about 10 minutes, and 
soon after the harbour launch took her in 
tow and brought her into the harbour. 

the accident occurred about the time 
that the mail steamer was due the wash of 
the latter would have meant the wreck of 
the ketch.

BOULOGNE’S WAR 


REMARKABLE UNVEILING 
CEREMONY. 

BOULOGNE. Sunday. 
The town of Boulogne is to-day honouring 
its heroes, killed in the Great War. and its 
civilians who perished in bombardments. by 
the unveiling of a cenotaph to their memory. 
The memorial is erected just outside the walls 
of the thirteenth century castle: and close to 
the military cemetery, where rest the remains 


of about 6,000 British officers and men. It 


pis a stately structure. rectangular in form. 


built of cut stone, and flanked at the back and 
sides by massive stone walls, into which |44 
white marble panels have been fixed. On 
these panels are engraved the names of 1,639 
natives of Boulogne who gave their lives for 
the liberty of others. Among these are some 
English, born of English parents, who served 
in the French Army. 

e ceremony was presided over bv 
Marshal Foch, who had beside him Vice- 
Admiral Barthes, representing the French 
Navy, to pay tribute to the manv Roulogne 
fishermen who were lost at sea. The British 
Navy was represented by Rear-Admiral W 
A. N. Kelly, Commander Dicken. Naval 
Attaché in Paris, and Lieutenant-Commander 
K. Michell, representing the Auxiliary 
Patrols. Lieutenant-Colonel Lord Malise 
Graham, Aasistant Military Attaché in Paris. 
represented the British Army, and Major- 
Cieneral Sir Fabian Ware and Colonel H. ‘f. 
Goodland. the Imperial War Graves Commis. 
sion. The British Dominions had a repre- 
sentative in the Premier of Newfoundland, 
and Mr. H. S. Bradbrook, R.N.R., British 
Vice-Consul, was also present. 

The official] programme commenced 
o'clock, when two French destroyers, and 
His Majesty’s ship Truro, accompanied by 
some merchantmen and fishing trawlers, pro- 
ceeded to the roadstead, where they cast floral 
tributes on the waters. This was followed, 
at 11.30, by a special Memorial Service in the 
churches of all denominations. 

The official Service was held in the 
Cathedral, in the presence of M. Farjon, the 
Senator Mayor; Marshal Foch, Vice-Admiral 
Barthes, the foreign delegates, and the civil 
and military authorities. At the close of the 
Service the principal guests proceeded to 
Villa Belle, where the Mayor entertained 
them to luncheon. The afternoon was devoted 
to the unveiling of the memorial, in the pre- 
sence of an enormous concourse. Previous to 
the arrival of the authorities maszes of 
flowers had been deposited around the monu- 
ment, among them being an offering from the 
British colony.

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CHURCH. 


FOUNDATION STONE LAID. 


The foundation-stone of St. Catherine's 
Chapel of Ease, at Donore avenue, South Cir- 


cular road, Dublin, was laid yesterday, and 
blessed by the Most Rev. Dr. Byrne, Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, who has contributed £1,000 
towards the cost of the building. 

The ceremony was proceeded by a meeting 
of parishioners at St. Catherine's Parish 
Church, Meath street, over which the Arch- 
bishop presided. 

The Very Rev. Peter Paul Hayes, Parish 
Priest, who has been appointed to superin- 
tend the carrying out of the work, extended a 
sincere welcome to the Archbishop on behalf 
of the parishioners. Portion of the parish, he 
said, had grown considerably during the last 
few years, with the result that many people 
found themselves very far from a sm 
Some hundreds of new houses had been 
erected, and altogether there had been an 
increase of 2,000 people in a parish which was 
already inconvenienc-1 for church accommoda- 
tion at a convenient distance. 

The new church had been designed in per- 
fect keeping with modern requirements. The 
cost for the mere “skeleton’’ church would 
be, roughly, £11,000, exclusive of sums which 
had already been expended on the purchase of 
a site, the building of a wall, and other inci- 
dentals. It was at first suggested that a tem- 
porary church should be erected, but this 
idea was abandoned, because to erect a tem- 
porary structure would be “throwing money 
into the Liffey.”” A sum of £5,400 had been 
collected for the new church to date, largely 
through donations and subscriptions. “In ad- 
dition, there had been weekly collections in 
the parish, averaging between £20 and £30 
There was a great deal of money to be raised 
yet, but he had no doubt that, with the aid 
of divine Providénce, he would be able to ac- 
complish his task. 

Father Hayes then read the lists of anb- 


scriptions 


‘Ine Archbishop said that seldom nad he 
heard’ a more encouraging statement than 
that which had just been made. There was 
no sign of weakness about it, but rather a 
note of strength and confidence. He had no

DELAY IN CLEARANCE OF 
DUTIABLE GOODS. 


COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS’ 
COMPLAINTS. 

The following statement was unanimously 
agreed to at a meeting of the Irish Commer- 
cial Travellers’ Federation, 15 Parnell square, 
Dublin :— 

“The inordinate delay in clearing dutiabie 


goods from the Port of Dublin has occasioned * 


widespread dissatisfaction among a large per- 
centage of commercial travellers. and their 
customers throughout the Free State, result- 
ing in serious loss of trade, and actually 
jeapordises the livelihoods of numerous com- 
mercial men. The grossness of this blunder. 
ing, wherever the blame lies, is almost in- 
conceivable. That the Customs authorities, 
however, cannot rid themselves of severe cen- 
sure is indisputable. The 
examples clearly indicate this deplorable con- 
dition of affairs :— 

“- On April 30 a box of boots was consigned 
to an Irish trader, and did not reach Dublin 
until May 5, thus becom:ng dutiable.. The 
duty was rs on application, but the H 
were not delivered to the consignee until the 
last days in June. Again. a box of boots 
left an English town ón May 20, which has 
not yet reached the consignee, though the 
duty has been paid over four weeks. A still 
more glaring case of ineptitude or crass 
muddling is illustrated t- the fact that a 
traveller actually called and paid the 
duty some twelve days ago, © and 
was refused the »  Whieh 
not yet reached him. Instances of 
this character can be multiplied. Worse 
still, we have particulars of cases in which 
goods ae ! been pilfered while in the cus- 
tody of Customs authorities. We have 
no desire to be unduly censorious, but un- 
fortnately it isa fact that anly a small per- 
ceutage of commercial traveHers can find em- 
ployment by Irish firms, and while we loyally 
contribte our quota to the up-keep the
